by the fact that of the nineteen Lenroot votes re- 
corded by La Folletle .as adverse to the public 
interest, eleven were cast in opposition to meas- 
ures introduced .by La Follette. 
Eight of the 


votes \verc against amendments to the league of 
nations, of which seven were amendments of- 
fered by La Follette, These amendments -were 
generally good in principle, but were so far out- 
side the present realm of'practical politics that 
could we realize them after 100 years participa- 
tion in the league, history would write ours a 
great part in world reorganization on a peace 
basis. Three of the "adverse votes" were cast 
by Lenroot for war measures, and therefore to 
discuss their merits is unnecessary. Two were 
cast by Lenroot for the league of nations with 
[lie Lodge- amendments. On this we're for Len- 
root as against La Follelte's position. One was 
cast against the La Folletle railway bill provid- 
ing fur two more years of government operation 
to test its value under peace conditions. We fav- 
ored the La Follelle ^substitute and vigorously 
supported it . One "adverse vote" was cast by 
Lcnrool for the Esch-Cummins law. It is un- 
doubtedly the best private ownership railroad 
bill ever given the country.

THE SUBSTITUTE 
LEAGUE 
OENATOR HARDING, proposes a substitute 
*-* for the league of nations. Doubtless it is 
Ihe Root substitute. Root has been in Europe 
conferring -with the national leaders about how 
to remodel the league as a republican instru- 
ment without destroying its efficiency or af- 
fronting the member nations. 


Senator Harding, in presenting the substi- 


tute, says, "The idea I offer is not new". He 
then refers to The Hague Tribunal: " 


The^senator might be reminded that we had 


The Hague, and. we bad the war. 


Referring to the assertion of the democrats 


that The Hague Tribunal is useless because "it 
has no teeth", Harding suggests that the thing 
to do is to "put teeth in it." 


Perhaps he means to put into The Hague 


the teelh which the republican senators have 
spent over a year in pulling out of the league. 


Of course, all talk of "a judicial body" as 


opposed to "a political machine" duly dis- 
counted, that is what'will have to be done with 
The Hague to make it effective. As it stands it 
is a court without the power to penalize, and 
without police to enforce its decrees. 
There 


were courts" in Boston during the police strike, 
but as soon as the officers quit work the citizens 
were burglarized right and left. 


We have confidence in Root. He stood 


pretty square with the league while the sena- 
tors were battering it into kindling wood. We 
credit him with the common sense statesmanship 
which must see that international peace must 
be instituted and maintained by the methods 
which have established and maintained national 
peace. Probably he values "national sover- 
eignty" on a par with that individual sover- 
eignty which it translates into statehood, and 
understands that we have invaded individual 
sovereignty to the extent of making the citizen 
keep the peace. "We assume that by whatever 
process he has secured European co-operation in 
saving the face of his party, though it change 
the league in name and form and procedure, 
it will contain the authority and the instrumen- 
talities which were fundamental in the league.
